age. It would bar thawing out 
cold 
Storage products, would have regula­ 
tions Issued by the department of ag­

provide * other precau­ 
tions. 
After providing against long stor­ 
age. of foodstuffs the 
bill 
provides 
that packers of meat. poultry, butter 
f ro esgs sad an 
cold 
storage con­ 
cerns must furnish 
to 
the govern­ 
ment daily statements 
of 
goods on 
hand, shipments, receipts and deliv- 
<1 ie , in violation 
of 
which 
fine*, 
ranging from $100 to $1,000 or prison 
sentences not exceeding 
five 
years 
may be im posed. 
At present' there Is no federal law 
regulating Hie period of storage. The 
dealers and cold storage men can en­ 
force a condition of scarcity at any 
time by 
manipulating 
the 
market. 
Any unconscionable and far sighted 
person can rig nj) a corner on a food­ 
stuff by storing it, and he invariably 
Inker enough toll from the public to 
pay him well for the trcube. 
There isn’t goiug to be any 
cold 
storage regulation without 
a fight. 
The cold storage interests are organ­ 
ized for the fray.
